Hardening Soft Pork, 
ft has long been known 
that 
peanuts, when fed to hogs in large 
(juantities, 
would 
produce 
sott 
pork. The packers are objecting 
seriously to this soft pork and solt 
lard. In fact m any buyers are p a y ­ 
ing from 1 l-2e to 2<* per pound 
I**ss for peanut fed hogs than they 
are for corn fed hogs. This is a se; , 
rious problem because the farmers 
can not raise hogs prolitahlv when 
they at*'* forced to raise them on 
grain or bought feed alolne. 
The question then arises, can 
this soft flesh be profitably ch a n g ­ 
ed to a firm, desirable flesh, and 
how. 
The Alabama 
E xperim ent 
Station w’orked for several years 
along this same line with a view <>t 
determining how long And w hat 
kind of feed is necessary to bring 
this pork back to a normal firm­ 
ness. 
The melting point of 
the 
lard was made the basis of the ex­ 
periment, and 
hogs fed by four 
different methods were used. 
1st. Hogs that bad been fattened 
on corn and had not received p ea­ 
nuts. 
2nd. Hogs that had been fa tten ­ 
ed on peanuts. 
3rd. Hogs that had grazed on 
peanuts for th irty or forty days 
and then fed corn alone for thirty- 
five days. 
4th. Hogs that had grazed on 
peanuts for th irty or forty days 
and then fed 35 days 011 a ration 
consisting of corn three p a rts and 
cotton seed meal one part. 
The lard from the corn fed hogs 
melted at a tem perature of 45 de­ 
grees. 
W hen the lard melted at 
this tem perature, both the meat 
and the lard produced was satis­ 
factory and of a kind to which no 
one objected. 
The melting point 
of the lard from the peanut fed 
hogs was reduced ten to fifteen de­ 
grees, in 30 to 40 days giving a 
melting point of 28 to 33 degrees 
instead of 43. 
Idstead of being 
firm lard it w as nothing but oil, 
and in many cases it would not sol­ 
idify 
The bodies were also sott 
This kind of 
meat 
and lard is, of course, is objection­ 
able and the buyer is justified in 
purchasing it at a reduced price. 
It was found, however, that tins 
soft flesh 
and 
lard 
could 
he 
brought back to the normal firm­ 
ness corn standard- within 3o or 
40 days if the proper ration was 
fed. 
, 
W hen the peanut hogs were pla­ 
ced in a pen and fed corn alone for 
35 days, the melting point of the 
lard was raised from 28.3 to 39 de­ 
grees. and when similar hogs were 
placed in a d ry lot an d given a r a ­ 
tion of corn three parts and cotton 
seed meal one part for 35 days 
the melting point of the lard was 
raised to 42.3 to 46.1 degrees. 
Thus it is seen that a full ration 
of corn alone failed to bring the 
firmness of the pork a n d lard back 
to the corn standard in 35 days,but 
on the other hand, the ration com- 


will, as a rub*, justify 
grain for finishing. 
In conclusion, ac co rd in g to 
Alabama tests, peanut fed 
I 
can he hardened satisfactory by 
feeding a ration composed of three 
parts corn and one part 
cotton 
seed meal, by weight, for a period 
of 35 or 40 days, 
Although no experiments have 
been made in hardening peanut 
fed hogs with kaffir, maize or fet- 
erita, we feel safe in saying that 
any of these grains, since 
they 
have been found to produce as s a t ­ 
isfactory quality of pork and lard 
as corn, mav be used in combinat­ 
ion with meal in tin* place of corn 
with good results.

Forty 
vears ago we didn t know that we 
had an appendix. Surgery has dis­ 
covered it for us and is now l e- 
moving them at tin* small price of 
$150.00 each. Surgery is now era- 


ployed in doing most marvelous 
things. At one time it was thought 
that every organ in our body w a s 
essential to our welfare; but sci­ 
ence has shown us the fallacy ot 
such reasoning and has proceeded 
to remove our tonsils and appendi 
ces and is lopping off more and 
more of our vitals until some ot 
us today have no more insides th tn 
a sandhill crane. 
Kortv years ago we knew noth­ 
ing of microbes but science comes 
forward with the startling state­

O, how often, as a hoy 
have 1 seen the dear old doctor 
pass our house under whip and 
spur with his wdiiskers trailing be­ 
hind like the trail of a comet, his 
saddle-bags flopping up and down, 
breeches legs worked up over his 
knees, showing the large red veins 
and bristly hairs on his manly legs;

Progress is the destroyer of senti­ 
ment. It has destroyed some of the 
most cherished institutions of for­ 
ty years ago.

A. & M. College from the Texas Uni­ 
versity, butjAl am particularly well 
pleased with all of the provisions of 
House j'Uiit resolution No. 34, which 
is to I»«1 voted upon by the people of 
Texa.«—July 24th. 
This amendment to our Constitu­ 
tion provides, as it should, for an 
equitable apportionment of univer­ 
sity lands between the University, 
A. A 
M. 
College, 
Prairie View 
Normal and Industrial College in a 
manner, so 1 understand, ¡satisfac­ 
tory to each institution. 
By it- terms the medical branch of 
the University is permanently locat­ 
ed at Galveston, a most admirable 
domicile therefor. 
In addition, the A. & M. College 
of Texas is made an independent col­ 
lege and permanently located in 
Brazos County, and the amendment 
authorizes the establishment of jun­ 
ior agricultural colleges, subsidiary 
thereto and under the government of 
the A & M. Board. 
The Prairie View Normal & In­ 
dustrial Col leg«1 is well located in 
Waller County, and by the terms of 
the amendment will be permanently 
established there, as a branch of the 
A. A M 
Coüege,~gôvernecT Kv The 


same Board. 
The College of Industrial Artswil] 
continue at Denton, Texas, where it 
is doing a splendid work, and be 
maintained as an independent col-! 
lege. 
The authors of this resolution 
have done well in making its pur­ 
poses perfectly plain, so that all 
voters may properly understand its 
effect, and I sincerely hope that the 
amendment will be adopted by a 
very large majority. 
I consider the provision of the res­ 
olution authorizing the establish­ 
ment of junior agricultural colleges, 
subsidiary to and under the govern­ 
ment of the A. à M. Board, as a 
verv important one. 
Texas is so large and our agricul­ 
tural interests so pre-eminently im­ 
portant, that I feel sure that in time 
this provision will be evailed of by 
the establishment of co-related insti­ 
tutions in different sections of the 
State, to supplement and carry out 
the great work of the Agricultural Sc 
Mechanical (’ollege. 
Whatever differences of opinion 
mav have existed, as an original 
proposition, as to the separation of 
tin* A A M. College from the State 
University, ought now to he compos­ 
ed, 
a-- public thought for many 
years, ewdemrd by many party plat­ 
form'. declarations of commercial 
bodies and resolutions of agricultural 
and labor organizations, has crystal­ 
lized as to tlie necessity of such 
separation. 
The idea of one great university, 
embracing in its sphere of activity 
every field of learning, has some at­ 
traction'. but as a practical propo­ 
sition such an institution is not now 
feasible. 
I believe in a great University at 
Austin, but believe just as strongly 
in a great Agricultural & Mechani­ 
cal College, separately maintained 
and manage«! 
In the nature of things, a student 
hodv, embracing the learned protVs- 
\ «ions, with an increasing demand for 
raising it« standard to meet that of 
I other great universities, is not best 
adapted for the education of boys 
content to receive a liberal col leu« 
education, or who«»* parents art* un­ 
able to do more for them, and who 
desire special training in agricul­ 
tural and mechanical arts
